The eviitents 
are awalted with the liveliest intepés, Nothing 
about them has been allowed to bé known here, 
but. trom a copy now before him, your correspond- 
ent is able to give you the following account of 
this extraordinary book. It is a large red volume 
of 587 pages, with a portrait, two maps, and thirty 
illustrations ter’ Gordon's sketches, First 

uction by the editor, Egmont

A TRAVESTY UPON ‘SUSTICE. 


New York Dairymen Detiounce a Bogus 
Oleomargariue Test Case. 

New Yorn, June 24.— The dairymen of the State 
are not satisfied with the recent decision of the 
Court of Appeals in the test oleomafgarine case. 
They state that this case (The Pegple vs. Marx) 
was not a test case at all, but a bogus suit gotten 
up by the oleomargarine manufacturers against 
one of their own number and pushed in the Court 
of Appeals upon 4 pretended statement of facts 
which did not exist in the case at all, and with no 
evidence offered on the part of the people to coun- 
teract it. It was an unkair, distorted statement, 
giving only one side of the case, aud was brought 
on by the New York Assistant Distriet Attorney at 
atime when the Dairy Commissioner was not able 
to be present. It was a travesty upon justice, and 
should never have been allowed to go to the Court 
of Appeals, as in any way a test of the validity of 
the provisions of this law. The decision of the 
Court of Appeals, however, honestly arrived at. 
has done immense thjtiry to the dairy interests of 
our State, and, even in the one-sided cases presented 
for their consideration, thelr decision isin conflict

HIS WATCH

Curious Cause of a Fatal Accident 
on the Wabash To-Day. 


An Eugineer and Conductor Orushed 
to Death—Collision of a Passenger 
and Freight at Woodstock—Narrow 
Escape of a Train Load of Passen- 
gers. 


A fatal accident oocurred at 120'clock to-day on 
the Wabash Railroad at Woodstock, «a 
few miles this side of Ferguson Station. 
The Ferguson accommodation due in St. Louis at 
12:25 collided with freight train No 23, at Wood 
stock. The accommodation train pulled out 
for St. Louis on time, and everything 
went all right and no danger was 
apprehended until the crash came. The railroad 
officials who seem to have gone to the limit of their 
information. state that the accident 
was caused by the freight conductor's 
watch baing behind time. So far as known 
only two persons, both train men, were 
killed, and several were wounded. 

TO THE RESCUE. 
As foon asthe information was received at the 


railroad offices the wrecking outfit was 
at once dispatched to the scene with 
gurgeons and left the Union Depot 


at 12:20. From that on physicians were telephoned 

for from all over town, and at 2:30 another special 

was sent out bearing another crew of surgeons. 
THE KILLED. 

Engineer Stewart of the freight was caught un- 
der the wreck, being unable to clear himself, and 
was killed. Conductor Mann of the accommoda- 
tion was also crushed so badly that he 
survived only a short time after being taken out. 
These two, as far as is known, are the only two 
killed, and the injuries to others on the trains 
are only scratches and bruises, No 

as far as could be ascertained, 
were either killed or severely wounded. The freight 
conductor’s watch was exactly six minutes behind 
time, His train, which was the

The Patient Passes a Good Night and is 
Much Improved. 
Mount MoGreaor, N. I., June 24—If Dr. Doug 
las had cared to do so, he might have referred this- 
morning to his predictions of last night and said, 
“I told you so,” for they were confirmed. General 
Grant had another restful night, as was anticipated 
last evening by his physician. When Dr. Douglas 
returned to the cottage at 11 o'clock last evening, 
alter a stroll to the hotel, he found his patient 
seeping.

For several years after the bridge was com- 
pleted the Wabash, under a lease from the 
Bridge Company, reluctantly paid taxes on 
the bridge ata valuation of $600,000, divided 
between the St. Louis and St. Charles 
Counties. There was so much difficulty about 
the collection of the taxes that the county au- 
thorities agreed to accept a smaller valuation, 
on the promise of prompt pay. This railroad 
tax was paid for one year, when the Wabash 
purchased the bridge, and since then—semie 
three yedrs—not a cent has been realized by 
either county from that valuable bridge prop- 
erty. By novel logical legerdemain, which 
was entirely satisfactory to the State Board, 
the bridge was accounted as part of the main 
track and its value was distributed along the 
entire road. It was distributed so finely, how- 
ever, that no trace of it has ever been found. 
The local authorities have persistently fought 
the fraud before the Board, but without suc- 
cess. Two Judges of St. Charles County pre- 
sented the matter to the new Board recently, 
but the railroad conquered again.

It was eight months later 
before the vessel feached that port. Immediately 
on gaining his liberty Hermann sought the 
German Constil at Newcastle and narrated the 
story of his wrongs. He begged the Consul to 
assist him to return to his wife and home at 
New Orleans Without delay; but the Consul 
refused, saying that, as Hermann had no nat- 
uralization papers of anything in the way of a 
legal claim on the United States, he was still a 
German citizen. Then the Consul sent for the 
Captain of the vessel and compelled him to de- 
liver Hermann to the German authorities. On 
his arrival at Berlin he was pressed into the 
army and bound over toa four years’ term of 
military service. He underwent the drudgery 
and severe discipline to which apo, | re- 
cruits are subjected in the German army for a 
space of nearly three years, when, seeing a 
chance to escape from the country, he deserted. 
All this time he had been constantly lookin 
forward with an alb-abiding faith, an 
love, and hope to a reunion with his 
bride. He reached New Orleans ex- 
actly four years after his first arrival 
in that city. He then learned that nis wife 
thinking he was dead, had married again an 
had left the city, no one knew whither. He 
started out to search for her. For nearly a 
year he wandered over the greater part of the 
Southern States, following many clews which 
turned out to be false, until at last he received 
e letter from herself. She told him that she 
had given him up for lost until she chanced to 
see his advertisement for her on a stray page 
ofa New Orleans newspaper; that she had 
married William Chapman; that her second 
husband had been rather unfortiinate in busi- 
ness, and had changed his place of residence 
several times, hoping for better luck; and that 
they had now settled down in a small frontier 
town in Western Kansas. She proposed to 
leave Chapman and go with him, her own true 
husband, if he came for her. He immediately 
started for Tabuta, Kan., whert his wife re- 
sided, arriving there five days later. The day 
following his arrival William Chapman, the 
second husband, was found lying dead on his 
own doorstep, with a bullet throügh his brain. 
Two days later Hermann was lodged in the 
county jail on a charge of willful murder. 

The morning following the arrest the pris- 
oner was taken before the local Justice for ex- 
amination. A erowd of rough, bearded front- 
iersmen thronged the little room where the 
proceedings were held. Justice was unusually 
swift and stern in that district; in serious 
crimes Judge Lynch feigned supreme. In this 
case, so far as the spectators knew, the pris- 
oner had been arrested on mere stispicion as 
being a stranger. It evidence turned up to 
prove him guilty, there was no jail strong 
enough to hold him from the vengeance of the 
people, nor any legal power sufficient to sta 
the execution of his death warrant, or punis 
those who carried it out.

— affair, covering half an acre, or less, 
but quite prominent from being the only island 
in such a Conspicuous place. 
HERE THE WALRUS CONGREGATED 
in large numbers when there were no cakes of 
ice on whicn they could crawl, and here the 
Esquimaux repaired to hunt theni. The walrus 
mostly spread themselves over .the southern 
slope, probably to catch the warm sunshine or

A walrus-hunting party of 
Junuits, as the Esquimaux cali themselves, may 
be anything from two or three to that many 
dozen, although six to ten is a fair sample.

The entire population of the city and suburbs of 
London at the present time is something over four 
million persons, of whom six in every hundred live 
upon the charity of others, and about 15 per cent 
are homeless, earning their living on the streets. 
For these latter a form of accommodation is pro- 
vided, peculiar to England, known to the world at 
arge as the “Oommon Lodging House," and to the 
frequenters and police as 

PADDING KENNELS. 
Whitechapel, Spitalfields, Batcliffe, Shadwell, 
Shoreditch, Limehouse, Bowe and Stratford in the 
east and Drury Lane, Westminster, Clerkenwell 
and Paddington in the west are the districts 
wherein they mestly congregate, as many as fifteen 
existing in some of those long,dreary, winding streets 
peculiar to the poorer neighborheods of the world's 
metropolis, The Common Lodging House is open 
to the police at all times and seasons, and irrespect- 
ive of all possible excuses and exceptions. This is 
a law made within the last few years, and certainly 
not before it was wanted, nor without full and jus- 
tifiable cause. In consequence of this regulation 
some of the worst atrocities that existed thirty or 
forty years ago, and which, in apy case, would be 
unfit for publication, have now ceased to exist, al- 
though there is still much, very much, going on in 
these dens of infamy, with which I should be sorry 
to defile my pen in description, or to place before 
the readers of the Post-Dispaton. The great 
plague seasons that from time to time have caused 
—and are still causing in a minor degree -the whole 
of Lendon to thrill with horror and fear, have been 


one might nt in the purification of these 
human 1 But there is still, as will be 
shown, ample room for fresh islation on these 
points in the low penny resorts of Westminster and 
the East. 


Some years ago, in the company of another lady 
writer, a male relative of my own on the n don 
daily press, and two of the crack Scotland yard de- 
tectives who happened to be on the war path, I de- 
voted the ater part of two nights to making a 
thorough inspection of these institutions. Of the 
better class of houses which charge 6d and 4d a 
night, little need be said. They are conducted in 
most cases with due regard to cleanliness and de- 
cency at least, and what few drawbacks one finds 
are such as are only to be expected in accommoda- 
tion at so very moderate a price, and where the sole 
passport is a silver tanner or groat, irrespective of 
character, habits or reputation. Clean sheets, hot 
water, soap, tewels and newspaper (which latter 
accommodation is not unfrequently the cause of a 
free fight), are all included in the sixpence. 
Every man is expected to wash himssif 
before * and the fair sex are 
not admitted. e toox the best houses first in each 
district, gradually descending in the social scale till 
we arrived at 

THE PENNY DREADFULS. 
I must confess that l experienced a keen feeling of 
disappointment in the first I entered, and so I think 
did my companions. We kad ali prepared ourselves 
to see filth, visible depravity, and various incarnate 
horrors which we should have been puzzied to de- 
fine. And io! here was a well-ordered house, the 
frequeaters of which were clean and cheerful. The 
men looked like honest laborers, a littie hard up, 
for which, indeed, I took them; but here I wronged 
those gentlemen, none of them were honest, and 
few of them addicted tolabor.

She supposed that he thought her tardy, and as- 
sured him that she was making all the naste possi- 
bie. To this he rep “that’s all right,” and then 
took her to a lounge. He then aud there had, or at- 
tempted to have, improper connection wits her. 
The story was told with considerable detail, that it 
is not necessary to reproduce. The State's Attor- 
ney, it seems, did not know just how much credence 
to attach to it, and heid the matter under advise- 
ment for a time.
